ADDRESS 


To the Electors of Saskatchewan: 


GeSTLeMEN,—Having been chosen by the Liberal Party, as their Candidate 
to contest this Constituency at the general election to be held on the 5th March 
next, and having accepted that nomination, I beg to request the honor of your 
support, and if elected, I will forward by every means in my power those reforms 
which the people of the Northwest Territories consider to be in their interest. 

I shall especially endeavor to promote unrestricted reciprocity between 
Canada and the United States and the free interchange of products, both natural 
and manufactnred, between these two countries. It will, in my opinion, be of 
inestimable advantage to the Northwest tobe able tosell our products in the 
United States, where a large and profitable market is open to us, and it will be 
doubly to our advantage to be able to parchase the manufactured and natura 
products sf that country without, in either case, having to pay the very heavy 
duties, which under the protective policy of both countries, so greatly impede 
trade, 

The settlement of the hali-breed scrip question also demands immediate 
attention. The Northwest Assembly and the people of the country have, tine 
and again, brought this matter tothe atteutiov of the Dominion Goverament, 
but they have refused todeanything inthe matter. The Liberal party are 
favorable to the giving of scrip to the children of all haif breeds born prior to 
1885 ; and I will advocate their claim to tiis until it is grauted. 

The re-opening of the Rebellion Losses Claims, with a view to the adjust- 
ment of all unpaid losses, will aiso have my most earnest advocacy. 

Another matter in which great injustices has been done is the refusal of the 
Dominion Government to grant scrip to the Northwest Mounted Police force and 
the Battleford Home Guards, both of whom, in my opinion, are as mnel entitied 
to be recognized as the volunteers and permanent miliaa corps. This will also 
receive my earuest advocacy and support. : : 

Another question of vital importauce to the Territories is the Hudson's Bay 
Railway. I will forward by every means iv my power the building of this road 
and with this object in view will advocate the gianting of a subsidy in ard of a 
railway from Prince Albert or some other point in the Territories to Hudson's 


These matters upon which I have here but briefly touched and which I ho 
to refer to at greater length at public meetings which 1 shali hole throughout the 
constituency. and all other matters of interest to this district will ie forwarded 
by me by every means in my power, and [ will he untiring in every effort to 
promote the hest interests of the Saskatchewan. and tie Territories at large. 

As the time is eo short it will be impoesible for ne to interview you ail. i 
will, however, endeavor to see as many of you as possi’ le, and aiso address you 
upon these important subjects.
